Hood security guards as they 
peacefully marched In front of 
the mill. Several demonstrators 
were seriously injured and 
charges were laid against three 
security guards. 

The shootings prompted a 
nation-wide boycott of Robin 
Hood products. 

. CSN union officials were 
ecstatic 'upon learning the 
company finally, capitulated to 
union demands. "It is a victory 
for union solidarity," said Nor- 
bert Rodrigue, president of the 
union executive. He explained 
that the 114 workers of the 
Robin Hood . f|our mill "had 
proven that active union pres- 
sure can overcome any of the 
tactics used by multinational 
corporations." 

CSN officials attribute a 
large part of reaching of an 
agreement in principle Jo the 
success of their boycott cam- 
paign. In negotiations, Rod- 
rigue proudly describes union 
representatives as being "in- 
tractable" on the issues of re- 
hiring striking employees and 
in demands for management to 
drop al] charges against the 
strikers. These lawsuits a- 
mount to over $1.8 million. 

The wage settlement guaran- 
tees that the minimum 40-cent- 
.an-hour raise granted by man- 
agement last year, but rolled 
back by. the Federal , Anti-Infla- 
tion. Board; be deposited in the 
workers' retirement fund. 

The wage agreement arrived 
at Saturday follows similar 
settlements arrived at last week 
at the Maple Leaf and Ogilvie 
flour mills.

HALIFAX (CUP) — Administra- 
tion officials at the Nova Scotia 
College of Art and Design 
refused to register students 
planning to withhold a six 
percent increase in tuition fees. 

NSCAD president Gary Ken- 
nedy had earlier indicated that 
no immediate action would be 
taken against, the boycotting 
students. But the administra- 
tion action has effectively 
thwarted the attempt to halt the 
increases. 

f The students had voted Sep. 6 
to pay their fees, Including the 
increase, into a trust fund 
administered by the student 
union. The fees were to have 
been turned over ' to. NSCAD 



when the fee increase had been 
rolled back. 

But students were first threat- 
ened with losing privileges to 
preferred courses and later told 
to pay fees within two hours or 
face not being admitted for the 
term. 

Student union spokesperson 
Don Soucy challenged admini- 
stration claims that only a few 
students were involved, saying 
students were solidly behind 
the action. First-year students 
supported the protest, but were 
confused by the administra-' 
tion's pressure tactics, he 
explained. 

"The administration capita- 
lized . on the Intro students' 



confusion," he said. "Many 
were'aware the administration 
was bluffing, but being unfamil- 
iar with a situation of this kind, 
they were not prepared to risk 
their education." 

The students planned to hold 
a meeting Sept. 15 to discuss 
the administration tactic and 
consider new ways of fighting 
fee increases and cutbacks.

Vice-president of the Students' 
Society, the position has been 
vacant since Roger Roblllard's 
resignation in June. 

Gary Kanofsky, Station-Man- 
ager of Radio McGill and Fitch's 
sole contender, secured only 
three votes. 

Fitch told a Daily reporter that 
she had just begun to delve into 
the mountain of files and back 
mail that had accumulated over 
the .'summer, so her official 
positions on McGill's relations 
with other universities and 
external affairs have not yet 
been formulated. Setting up an 
External Affairs Committee will 
be her first initiative.

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Too much power 
to too few people 

McGill students have a Students' Society with few of the 
problems that caused its downfall. However, It is now burdened 
with ennuis of a different nature. Yes, the Council provides a pub, 
cafeteria, dances, maybe a plnball parlour and Is trying to set the 
Society back on its feet after almost two years of confusion and 
university Interference. 

One of the biggest Impediments to the proper functioning of the 
Students' Society is Its constitution. A poor turnout of students 
voted for what was then called 'The Majority Report' constitution, 
and what is now known as 'a big mistake'. 

Probably the most blatant fault of the constitution is that exec- ; 
utive members of the Students' Society are elected directly from 
Council, instead of the more ri gourou s universal suffrage. 
. This constitution also permits gross conflict of interest, for 
.example, a Daily editor could hypothetical ly become President of 
the Students' Society, Senate rep, Board of Governors Rep and 
Faculty rep — a megalomaniac's paradise. v 

But more than that, the control of the Students' Society is 
restricted to twenty-two people — everyone of them with more 
than one title or official capacity. The executive of the Council was 
chosen from and elected by members of the Council instead. Not 
one of the people elected to the executive, the body that 
represents 17,000 McGill students, addressed their constituents 
as to their plans while in office. Not one of them for that matter, 
voiced their electoral promises to Council except through Informal 
discussions behind closed doors and a couple of five-minute 
addresses to Council last May. •f- 
' For the position of External Vice-president, Council chose from 
1 4 people, some of whom did not want the position because of the 
workload, few of whom were bilingual, most of whom were 
unfamiliar with student unions other than at McGill. 

Certainly, newly elected Monique Fitch has several qualifica- 
tions that enable her to fulfill her responsibilities, However, the 
fact is she was one of the 14 people allowed by the constitution to 
take the position and she was one of only two people willing to 
accept it. 

This discriminatory constitutional set-up allows for not only 

conflicts of interest, but also a situation where too much power is

Redmen down Patriotes 1 4-11

In an effort which featured 
solid defence and Inconsistent 
offence, the McGIII Redmen 
football team defeated the 
Trois Rivieres Patriotes by a 
14-11 margin on Saturday after- 
noon. The Redmen were able 
to score only one touchdown in 
the entire game, that by tight 
end Rod Bell on a five yard pass 
from quarterback Vic Pywowar- 
czuk with five seconds remain- 
ing in the first half of play. 

Those fans who came out to 
Molson Stadium expecting the 
Redmen to rout the heretofore 
lowly Patriotes were disappoin- 
ted from the opening klckoff to 
the final gun. While McGIII was 
able to run up an Incredible 
statistical edge over Trois 
Rivieres, the team did its best 
to give back every gain with a 
succession of untimely penal- 
ties. For the second week in a 
row, the Redmen had a touch- 
down nullified as the result of a 
penalty. This week, the victim 
was defensive back Steve 
Geoghehan, whose second 
quarter interception and sub- 
sequent touchdown return were , 
cancelled out by an interfer- 
ence call against the Redmen. 

All in all, the Redmen were 
penalized fifteen times for a 
total of 148 yards. McGIII head 
coach Charlie Baillie described 
the penalty situation as "just 
crazy". "I don't blame the refs," 
said Baillie. "I just can't recall 
any game In the past six 
seasons where we played such 



dumb football." 

,lf the Redmen were guilty of 
"dumb football", the underdog 
Patriotes were guilty of stealing 
the show. In spite of a lack of 
offensive co-ordination and a 
shortage of O.Q.I. F.C. exper- 
ience, U.Q.T.R. made the most 
of what It had. What the 
Patriotes have, in a nutshell, Is 
Michel Beaumont, and Beau- 
mont did not disappoint his fan 
club with his performance on 
Saturday. In a demonstration of 
speed, strength, and determin- 
ation, the 180-pound halfback 
ran over and around Redmen 
defenders for a total of 96 
yards. Almost by himself, 
Beaumont managed to spark an 
otherwise Inept Trois Rivieres 
offence. ■ ■; 

To the delight of a busload of 
Trois Rivieres fans who had 
travelled to Montreal to support 
their team, the.Redmen offence 
was almost as ineffective as 
that of the Patriotes. Prior to a 
last-minute drive which cul- 
minated in the' Bell touchdown, 
the only points that McGIII 
could manage In the first half of 
play came as the result of 
conceded safety touches by 
Trois Rivieres puntèr Yves 
Berthelet. With the converted 
touchdown, the Redmen retired 
to the locker room at halftime 
with an 11-0 lead. 

To the chagrin of Redmen 
fans, the second, half of play 
offered no respite to what had 
become a nightmarish series of 
events., Fullback Eris Salvatorl 




fumbled on McGIII's second 
play from scrimmage In the 
third quarter, the loose ball 
being recovered on the Redmen 
forty-six by Wayne Lahaye of 
the. Patriotes. With a fifteen 
yard penalty for rough play 
tacked on, Trois Rivieres was in 
business on the McGIII thirty- 
one yard line. 

It took only one play for the 
Patriotes "to take advantage of 
the Redmen miscue. Trois 
Rivieres quarterback Robert 
Rlopel, who was to complete 
only two passes during the 
. entire game, found wide receiv- 
er Pierre Marion alone in the 
Redmen goal line, and hit the 
speedy Marion with a perfect 
pass for six points. With the 
conversion, the Patriotes 
trailed by only four points, 
11-7, with 12:32 remaining In 
the third quarter. 

Under some pressure to 
produce points, the 'Redmen 
offence, under the guidance of 
Import QB Jay La Rochelle, 
answered the Patriote ' touch- 
down with a field goal of its 
own. The McGIII scoring drive 
covered sixty-two yards, and 
featured, oddly enough, two 
LaRochelle punts. The Redmen-

were able to retain possession 
both times, once as the result 
of a roughing the pulter penalty 
and once following a fumble 
recovery by Sam Colizza. Add 
to these plays a Trois Rivieres 
holding penalty and ten yards 
worth of running plays, and 
yoU've got yourself a scoring 
drive. Piacekicker Bob Beaudin 
—was called' upon to cap off the 
drive with a thirty-yard field 
goal. Beaudin's kick. enabled 
the Redmen to assume a seven 
point, 14-7, lead with 8:05 
remaining In the quarter. 

The remaining 23 minutes 
of play gave the McGIII 
fans something concrete to 
cheer about: the team's de- 
fence. When Trois Rivieres 
safety Gaétan Martin picked off 
an «rrant Pywowarczuk pass 
and returned it to the Redmen 
two yard line, the defence rose 
to the occasion and stopped 
the Patriotes on three straight 
plays. Defensive back Bob 
Ross was particularly tough, 
as he batted down a potential 
touchdown pass and assisted 
in the tackling of QB Riopel on 
the Patriotes' third down effort. 

The defence was given one 
-final test following a 32 yard 
punt return by Serge Sabourin 
to the Redmen fourteen yard 
line. With 3:56 remaining, a 
pass interference call in the 
endzone set up the Patriotes 
with a first and goal situation 
on the McGIII one. On the next 
play however, the defence 
forced QB Riopel to "fumble, 
and Redmen Jim Tryforos 
recovered. Trois Rivieres added 
one more point on a single by 
punter Berthelet, but a combin- 
ation of time and tough McGIII 
defence prevented the Patriotes 
from doing any more damage. 

"You have to give Trois 
Rivieres credit," said coach 
Charlie Baillie after the game. 
"They played tough, hard foot- 
ball. Our boys knew they were 
in a game today." Baillie cited 
Barry Dobson's "115% effort" 
and the tough defence of Bob 
Ross as . two of the better 
performances by Redmen play- 
ers. 

We'll be a different team next 
Saturday," promised Baillie. 
"This week we're going to work 
on building our confidence, 
executing better, and just play- 
ing thè game." 

Statistics reveal that the 
Redmen outplayed their op- 
ponents on almost every cate- 
gory except football Intelli- 
gence. The team rushed "for " 
some 150 yards and passed for 
f78 more while accumulating' 
'16 first downs. The Patriotes 
could manage only four first 
downs, but then. Trois Rivieres

did not take 148 yards worth of 
penalties. 

The game's leading ball 
carrier was Beaumont of Trois 
. Rivieres. Tom Barbeau, with 91 
yards on eighteen carries, was 
the leading rusher for McGill. 
Fullback Eris Salvatorl added 
40 more yards to the Redmen 
attack. Tight end Barry Dobson 
was the leading receiver with 
six catches for 119 yards, all in 
the first half. 

It was left for Trois Rivieres 
coach Andre Deshaies to sum 
up his team's ' performance. 
"Now we know," said Deshaies 
"that we belong in this league. 
Before today, we thought we 
belonged. Now we know." 

The Redmen must be won- 
dering what happened to that 
nice bunch of ballplayers who 
lost, by forty-nine points to 
Ottawa, and figured to lose 
every game by a minimum of 
three touchdowns. 

"We got the two points for 
winning," concluded Baillie, 
"but they won the game."

A strong Concordia team 
overpowered Laurentian Uni- 
. verslty 1-0 on Saturday to win 
the first Canadian Intercolle- 
giate Soccer Classic held , at 
Molson stadium. The Stingers 
took a first half lead on a goal 
by right winger Gil Lubuls and,' 
led by tall sweeper back John 
Gummersell, managed to hold 
on through a hard-fought se- 
cond half for the win. 

In the consolât Ion match, host 
McGill showed good early- 
season form in defeating the 
Queen's Golden Gaels 2-1. 
Rookie Red Soc Gualraca Nu- 
nus scored twice In the first 
half on assists from captain 
Piet DeJong as McGill domin- 
ated a well-coached Queen's 
squad. 

The tournament opened Fri- 
day night with Concordia elim- 
inating Queen's 3-1 In a tiring 



battle. Left-winger Nick Mis- 
cevic tallied early for last year's 
Canadian champs and added a 
second' half tap-in following a 
Queen's defensive error." ' Gum- 
mersell demonstrated his ver- 
satility by attacking from the 
backfield for Concordia's win- 
ning goal.

lem by bringing Nunus, "our 
best ball-handler," backfrom his 
forward position. This left a re- 
arranged but powerful front line 
of returning starters DeJong, 
Costa, and hustling right-wing 
Carlos Rio. The lineup proved 
to be immediately effective as 
Nunus hammered home a shot 
off the hands of Queen's goalie 
Nick Davis in only the sixth 
minute of the game. 

The Red Socs continued to 
display one of the best halves 
of soccer of the tournament 
with repeated shots on the 
Queen's goal and a newly found 
cohesiveness In the backfleld. 
Bob Titney, playing at center 
halfback, used his height to 
stop air balls and showed 
consistency in clearing them 
upfleld. Just before the end of 
the half, McGill received a free 
kick outside the penalty area 
which DeJong quickly took, 
tapping -the ball to his left. 
Again, Nunus powered the ball 
into the back of the net, this 
time ' beyond a stationary 
goalie, for McGlll's second 
goal. j 

The second half turned out to 
be a slower game, marked by 
fouls and seesaw play. McGill 
responded relatively well under 
sporadic Queen's pressure, 
-even when their number of 
players was reduced to fen with 
Carlos Rio manning the bench 
on a questionable refereelng 
decision. On a late breakaway, 
Queen's captain Ron Helde- 
brecht scored for the Golden 
Gaels but time ran out in the 
game before play even restar- 
ted. Coach Gow seemed 
pleased with his team's early- 
- season performance following 
barely a week's practice, and 
lauded Galeano for "keeping us 
in the game." . 

The tournament wound, up 
play on Saturday afternoon 
with maroon-striped Concordia 
against white-clad Laurentian. 
Early in the game, the Stingers 
looked tired against a well- 
organized arid alert Laurentian 
team. With two or three men 
playing up the middle on 
offence and a good ball- 
handling midfleld led by Oscar 
Alburquerque, . the Voyageurs 
came close to scoring when a 
hard shot hit the Concordia 
goalpost. Only tough defence 
in clearing the ball by Gummer- 
sell and fullback Stanley Dar- 
ville kept the Stingers in the 
game and eventually turned it 
in their favor, finally, Concor- 
dia took advantage of a free 
kickand Lubuis, receiving a fast 
tap, scored the game's only and 
winning goal. Coach Harry Hus 
called the level of play in the 
tournament "top-notch soc- 
cer," and added "1 don't think 
we have better teams." 

As for the Red Socs, their 
impressive second round 
showing certainly made up for 
a disorganized first effort, 
leaving Concordia wary for their 
showdown next month. Accor- 
ding to Gow, the team Is 
"willing to work hard" and 
certainly has the talent to put 
together quite a season.-
